Aguinaldo's address to the Filipino peo- 
ple, made public lust evening: 


"1 believe I am not m error In pre- 


suming that the unhappy fate to which 
my adverse fortune has led me is not 
a surprise to those who have been fa- 
miliar with the progress of the war. 
The lessons taught with a full meaning, 
and which have recently come to my 
knowledge, suggest 
with irresistible 


force that a complete termination of 
hostilities and lastiug peace are not only 
desirable, but absolutely essential to the 
welfare of (.he Philippine islands. 


"The Filipinos have never been dis- 


mayed at their weakness nor have they 
faltered In following the path pointed 
out by their fortitude and courage. The 
time has come, however, in which they 
fiud their advance along this path to be 
impeded by an' irresistible force which, 
while it restrains them, yet enlightens 
their minds and opens to them another 
course, presenting them ths cause t>f 
peace. 


"This cause has been joyfully em- 


braced by the majority of my fellow 
countrymen, who have already united 
around the glorious sovereign banner 
of the United States. 
In this manner 


they repose their trust, and believe that 
under its protection the Filipino peo- 
ple will attain all those promised liber- 
ties whfth they arc beginning to enjoy. 


"The country has declared unmistake- 


ably in favor of peace. So be it. There 
has been enough blood, enough teara 
and enough desolation. 
This wish can- 


not be ignored by the men still in arms 
if they are animated by a desire to serve 
our noble people, which has thus clear- 
ly manifested its will. 
So do I respect 


this will, now that it is known to me. 


"After mature deliberation I resolute- 


ly proclaim to the world tbat I cannot 
refuse to heed the voice of a people 
longing for peace, nor the lamentations 
of thousands of families yearning to 
Bee their dear ones enjoying the liberty 
and the promised generosity of the 
great American nation. 
• "By acknowledging and accepting the 
sovereignty 
of the 
United States 


throughout the Philippine archipelago, 
as I now do and without any reserva- 
tion whatsoever, I believe that I am 
eerving thee, my beloved country. May 
happiness be thine." 


To signalize this important step in the 


pacification of the country, General 
MacArthur orders the release, on the 
swearing of allegiance to the United 
States, of 3000 insurgent prisoners. 


Services May Prove Useful

Jones thought him insane, but did not 
consider it dangerous at present to 
allow him to remain out of an insti- 
tution!. Lawyer Magenis for the de- 
fense cross examined the doctors, ask- 
ing a good marjy questions about in- 
sanity, and showing a. good deal of. 
specialized familiarity with the sub- 
ject.

For the defens* *|e evidenbe was 


given by Dr. Bushnell, Dr. Curran and 
Dr. M. M. Brown. Dr. Curran had 
been the family physician anH had 
known Driscoll for 
13 years. 
The 


young man, he said, was perhaps er- 
ratic, but certainly not insante, and 
the doctor was confident that there 
was no basis for a decision that he 
was- insane. His testimonfy was prac- 
tically duplicated by the other two 
doctors, .Dr. Bro\vn saying1 that the 
twitching of Driscoll's Up when ex- 
amined might be due to the fact tha^ 
he had been confinted for nearly a 
week under considerable mental £x- 
citment, instead of from insanity. 


All the doctors described in) some 


detail the 
examinations 
they 
had 


made of Driscoll, and of his peculiar 
hobby. 


As was reported at the time he was 


taken in charge by the p'olice. Dris- 
coll's mind has been filled with the 
subject of telepathy, or as he called 
it the "wireless telephone." 
He had 


printed cards, statement on which was1 
given In the Transcript, and some of 
these he had distributed. He had also 
written letters to a c'ouple of young 
women whom he did not know, askinfe 
them what 
they knew about 
the 


"wireless telephone." 


In connection with the subject 'of 


telepathy lawyer Magenis suggest- 
ed that the court might be informed 
on the subject by calling on Rev. A. 
E. Wright, pastor of the Universalist 
church, who was present as a specta- 
tor. 
Mr. Wright is interested in this 


subject and has made a. careful study 
of it. He was willing to speak on the 
subject, although he was not sworn in 
as a witness in the case. 


Mr. Wright said that he did.n^t 


merely believe there was such a thing 
as telepathy, he knew it. He cited 
many of the prominent writers who 
have expressed their belief in it, and 
then related some of his own experi- 
ences with it. He said that he had 
dictated words 
to 
others 
without 


speaking or writing, and with, abso- 
lutely nb communication aside 
from 


thought transference. 
Mr. Wright 


made a strong plea for the subject, 
and said if belief in telepathy were 
proof 'o'f insanity the world would 
have to pronounce a great many 
scholars inteane-. 


Driscoll's father testified and then 


the young man himself to'ok the stand. 
This proved a wise move on the part 
of the defense, for he made a most 
favorable impressi'on, which was- prob 
ably most effective in securing his dis 
charge. He was closely questioned by 
the court, and answered all questions 
readily. He said he was1 interested in 
the subject of thought transference, 
but knew that he was not well enough 
educated to study the matter thorough 
ly. 


He said he had the cards advertising 


himself as a lecturer on the subject 
printed just to gratify some personal 
feeling of pleasure in having them, He 
admitted the writing 'of the letters to 
two young women to have been irJ- 
discreet, but said he was told that 
they were interested, in the subject 
and thought he might learn something 
about it from them. 


The c'ourt in summing up the case, 


said it was everi more serious- to de- 
termine a case 
like 
this 
than a 


criminal 
case, 
because 
the 
result 


might be 'more serious for the one 
most interested. He said that it was 
clearly evident that belief 
in 
tele- 


pathy was n'ot proof of insanity, arid 
th^at Driscoll's explanations in regard 
to his actions had been quite satis- 
factory. He therefore would not tor- 
der Driscoll to be committed to the 
asylum.

FIREMEN HAD TO HUSTLE 


Two Fires at Same nine. Horses in 


Danger. Another Alarm Today 


The fire department was called out 


last night a little after 9 o'clock by 
an alarm from box 17 on Union street.

There were three horses in the 
barn and these, were not taken out 
till the fire was nearly ever. They 
were thoroughly wet down, bat noi in- 
jured. One of the horses brok^ his 
halter and stated for the door, but 
was overcome by smoke and fell just 
before he reached it. A rope was put 
about his neck and he was pulled out 
by the crowd. The other two were led 
out, and one of them after reaching 
the street broke away anQ ran back 
into the barn and had to be taken 
out the second time. The roof of the 
barn was ruined, the hay was burned 
and a cutter and some harness and 
other property were damaged. A build 
ing adjoining the barn on the east is 
used for the storage of cotton, and 
this- was slightly scorched, though not 
damaged to an'y extent. 
If the fire 


had reached the cotton the damage 
would be heavy. As it was it will 
probably not fxceed $300 on the barn 
and contents, and is covered by in- 
surance. Tho cause of the fire is not
